KEEP COMMONWEALTH STRONG 
Kevin’s European Unity 
Talk Arousing Attention 


LONDON, 
Jan. 
27 — British 
Foreign 
S ecretary 
Bevin’s 
pledge of support to Europ e a n 
unity and of improving the stat­ 
us 
of 
backw ard 
nations 
has 
aroused 
world 
attention 
but 
seem ed destined for a mixed re ­ 
ception. 
In his address at a Lo n d o n 
luncheon, Bevin went out of the 
way to refute charges that Bri­ 
tain is insincere in its backing 
of a federated Europe. 
As m atter of fact, he said he 
w anted *o create a real E uro­ 
pean unity as “ the c r o w n i n g 
glory” of his political career. 
The position of G reat Brtian 
with regard to an eventual Unit­ 
ed States of Europe or som ething 
resem bling such a federation is 
som ew hat peculiar. 
Obviously the British arc un­ 
willing to do anything that would 
w eaken 
their 
own 
com m on­ 
wealth. They have a h i s t o r y - 
long reputation favoring region­ 
al economic and trade a g r e e ­ 
m ents while supporting c o lle c ­ 
tive security when feasible,

BL T BEVIN announced with­ 
out hesitation when the E a s t - 
West split first developed t h a t 
Britain wouldM eturn to regional 
security pacts if the need a^osc. 
That is exactly what the W est­ 
ern Union defense pact is at the 
present time and will so rem ain 
until broadened into the No r t h 
Atlantic security 
agree rn e n t, 
which will be regional also to the 
extent of em bracing the entire 
W estern world. 
The idea of a federated E u r­ 
ope. a cultural, economic a n d 
intellectual entity rath er than a 
purely defensive one. is strongly 
favored bv Winston Churchill. 
Vet he rages at the slightest 
sacrifice of British n a t i o n a l 
sovereignty 
as he did o v e r 
the abandonment of Palestine, 
India and Burma. 
It never has been clearly ex- 
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plained hew Britain proposes to 
m aintain the status quo and still 
transplant herself to become an 
integral p art of a European sys­ 
tem instead of the m oated island 
that she is.

PREVENTING COLDS 
RECENT progress in the medical study j 
of the e mmon cold may be gratifying to 
doctors and scientists. But to the layman it 
only emphasises the fact that cure or pre­ 
vention of this distressing ailment seem s 
still far in the future. 
The exciting news of the day in t h i s 
field, it is indicated by the Public Health 
Service, is that a way has been found to de­ 
tect the presence of one type of cold virus. 
Previously the only way to tell was to ex­ 
pose a person to a fluid suspected of con­ 
taining the virus; if the person developed a 
cold, probably the virus was there, if not, 
presumably it was not there. Clearly such a 
method was a handicap to research. 
It just could be that the turning p o i n t
